(1) The feature of allocated track files in each session in order of time of recording is inherent in every sessions recording method 
as applicant states in the specification, page 1 of "related art", each track is managed on the basic of file name and timestamp, during 
playback process, the player playback in order from the oldest timestamp track to newest timestamp track. This technique is old and 
widely used in the recording art. 

(2) Examiner may be made an error by interpreting "latest" to "oldest" but it has been generally recognized in the recording and 
reproducing art that the tracks can be playback at any directions and/or locations, in any sequences from newest track to latest track or 
vice versa, in selected tracks as play-list or in random fashion depends on the command signal from the user or controller, and, 

(3) audio player of KELLER recorded audio tracks in a plurality of sessions (see figures 7-23), the songs on each session (for 
example, METALLICA in figure 8) must be selected for playing, logically, keys for selecting next session and previous session must be 
included, otherwise, the songs on each session cannot be played.
